Dan MacDonnell plays the rebel- 
lious husband, and Isabell Fenner, the 
daughter. \Whatever the reaction to this play, 
whether you like it or dislike it, it is ex- 
tremely fascinating and will probably be the 
cause of more after-theatre discussions than 
both of the others. 


“Thank You, Doctor’ combines comedy, 
mystery and an interesting plot. E, Whit- 
tredge Clark as the Doctor, has his hands 
full of temperamental and wily patients who 
use the doctor unscrupulously to their own 
advantage. Everything comes out all right in 
the end. however, and the Doctor’s waiting 
room once more becomes a waiting room 
rather than an ideal setting for crime and 
sleuthing.

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Alien Courses Start 


As December 2nd draws nearer 
many of Andover’s non-citizen resi- 
dents will be making “hack-to- 
school” plans. On that date the 
Adult Alien Education courses of- 
fered in Andover will open for the 
1940-41 session. Classes will be held 
at Old Boston Road, in Ballardvale, 
in West Andover, at the Junior 
High School, and possibly in Shaw- 
sheen as well. 

The General Laws of Massachu- 
setts require that courses in Eng- 
lish, citizenship, and other subjects 
be provided by any community to 
those preparing for citizenship, 
upon their petition for such cour- 
ses. The state reimburses the com- 
munity fifty percent of all instrue- 
tion expenses for every teacher, 
with the promise that every per- 
son teaching must hold the state 
certificate for such work. The cer- 
tificate, issued upon completion of 
a training course, is provided by 
the Massachusetts Department of 
Education, which sponsors adult 
alien education programs under the 
state law. 

On that day in the fall of 1938, 
when Henry C. Sanborn, then Su- 
perintendent of Schools in Andover, 
first broached the subject to Miss 
Mary Bailey of the Junior High 
School faculty neither had any idea 
of the importance the adult educa- 
tion program would gain in a brief 
time. In November Miss Bailey 
opened the first class—with five 
pupils. By April, 1939, enrollment 
had reached about ninety and the 
staff included three teachers. 

When the school reopened in 
December, 1939, the same three 
teachers took up the work. Courses 
in English and citizenship were 
given as in the preceding year and 
Basic English was added to the 
curriculum. Miss Bailey ‘had pre- 
pared for this new work by taking 
three courses at the summer school 
of the Hyannis State ‘Teachers’ 
College. Enrollment increased s0 
that by the time closing exercises 
were held in June, 1940, one hun- 
dred and twenty students were 
listed.

EDITORIALS 
Strike Out Strikes 


It’s time that our Administration 
started going on this Defense pro- 
gram in earnest. Before the elec- 
tion it stressed the urgency of al- 
lowing nothing to stop the program, 
but after the election it allowed a 
strike to go on for several weeks 
in a California airplane factory, 
tying up the production of airplanes 
needed for defense. 

That strike is over, but it cer- 
tainly should have taught the Ad- 
ministration a lesson. At the time 
of the draft law Congress, with full 
Presidential approval, pushed 
through a clause allowing the Presi- 
dent to “draft capital,” to force any 
non-cooperative businessman to co- 
operate by taking over control of 
his plant during the emergency. 
But the President didn’t ask for 
power to draft Labor; this admin- 
istration’s policy of coddling and 
mothering striking laborers has 
made some workers feel that noth- 
ing, not even the country’s safety, 
should interfere with their right to 
walk out on the job when they 
wanted to. 

Even granting that men in air- 
plane factories should have higher 
wages, even granting any claim 
they may have, they still have no 
right to hold up on production of 
something that we need to protect 
ourselves. That is not American. 
Back in 1920, Massachusetts, 
whence sprung most of the Rights 
which we cherish most in these 
United States, decided that there 
could ‘be no strike against the pub- 
lic safety. It’s time that the Fed- 
eral Government should forget their 
desire to keep the votes of the 
Unions and instead get on with this 
job of defense. There is: no reason 
why men, feeling that they are un- 
derpaid, shouldn't keep working on 
defense projects while negotiations 
§0 on, with whatever concessions 
that are gained to be made retro- 
active to the time when they pre- 
sented their appeal.

TRAFFIC RULES AND ORDERS 

The following rules and orders regu- 
lating traffic upon the streets and high- 
ways of the Town of Andover are here- 
by enacted by the Selectmen of the 
Town of Andover. 

ARTICLE I 
DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose of these rules and 
orders, the words and phrases used here- 
in shall have the following meanings ex- 
cept in those instances where the con- 


text clearly indicates a different mean- 
ing. 

(a) Street or Highway. The entire 
width between property lines of every 
way open to the use of the public for 
purposes of travel. 

(b) Roadway. That portion of a street 
or highway between the regularly es- 
tablished curb lines or that part, ex- 
clusive of shoulders, improved and in- 
tended to be used for vehicular traffic. 

(c) Lane. A longitudinal division of 
a roadway into a strip of sufficient 
width to accommodate the passage of a 
single line of vehicles. 

(d) Vehicle. Every device in, upon 
or by which any person or property is 
or may be transported or drawn upon a 
street or highway, except devices moved 
by human power or used exclusively 
upon stationary rails or tracks. 

(e) Emergency Vehicle. Vehicles of 
the Fire Department (Fire Patrol), 
police vehicles, ambulances and emer- 
gency vehicles of federal, state and mu- 
nicipal departments or public service 
corporations when the latter are re- 
sponding to an emergency in relation to 
the police or fire departments. 

(f{) Parking. The standing of a vehi- 
cle, whether occupied or not, otherwise 
than temporarily for the purpose of and 
while actually engaged in loading or 
unloading, or in obedience to an officer 
or traffic signs or signals, or while 
making emergency repairs or, if dis- 
abled, while arrangements are being 
made to move such vehicle. 

(g) Pedestrian. Any person afoot or 
riding on a conveyance moved by hu- 
man power, except bicycles or tricycles. 

(h) Sidewalk. That portion of a 
street or highway set aside for pedes- 
trian travel. 

(i) Crosswalk. That portion of a 
roadway ordinarily included within the 
prolongation or connection of curb lines 
and property lines at intersections, or 
at any portion of a roadway clearly in- 
dicated for pedestrian crossing by lines 
on the road surface or by other mark- 
ings or signs. 

(j) Railroad Crossing. Any intersec- 
tion of ways with a railroad right-of- 
way. 
(k) Traffic Control Area. Any area 
along any way, other than an_ inter- 
secting way, at which drivers are to be 
controlled by traffic control signals. 

(1) Traffic Islund. Any area or space 
set aside, within a roadway, which is 
not intended for use by vehicular traf- 
fic. 

(m) Safety Zone. Any area or space 
set aside within a roadway for the ex- 
clusive use of pedestrians and which 
has been indicated by signs, lines or 
markings, having the written approval 
of the Department of Public Works, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

(n) Traffic. Pedestrians, ridden or 
herded animals, vehicles, street cars or 
other conveyances either single or to- 
gether while using any street or high- 
way for the purpose of travel. 

(o) Official Traffic Signs. All signs 
markings and devices, other than sig- 
nals, not inconsistent with these rules 
and orders, and which conform to the 
standards prescribed by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts and placed or 
erected by authority of a public body or 
official having jurisdiction, for the pur- 
pose of guiding, directing, warning, or 
regulating traffic. 

(p) Official Traffic Signals. All sig- 
nals, conforming to the standards as 
prescribed by the Denartment of Pub- 
lic Works of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. not inconsistent with 
these rules and orders, placed or erected 
by authority of a public body or official 
having jurisdiction, for the purpose of 
directing or warning traffic. 

(q) Traffic Control Signal. Any de- 
vice using colored lights which con- 
forms to the standards as prescribed by 
the Department of Public Works of the 
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Commonwealth of Massachusetts, wheth- 
er manually, electrically or mechanical- 
ly operated, by which traffic may be al- 
ternately directed to stop and to pro- 
ceed. 

(r) Officer. For the purpose of this 
ordinance an officer shall be construed 
to mean any officer, any investigator, 
examiner or inspector of the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles, any constable or special 
officer, provided he has his badge of 
office displayed over his left breast and 
upon his outer garment. 

(s) Bus Stop. An area in the road- 
way set aside for the boarding of or 
alighting from and the parking of 
busses. 

(t) Taxicab Stands. An area in the 
roadway in which certain taxicabs are 
required to park while waiting to be 
engaged. 

(u) Service Zone. An area in the 
roadway set aside for the accommoda- 
tion of commercial and transient vehi- 
cular traffic. 

(v) Funeral. Any procession of 
mourners properly identified as such ac- 
companying the remains of a human 


y. 

(w) Official Curb Marking. That por- 
tion of a curbing, the painting of which 
has been authorized by the Selectmen 
and which complies with the standards 
of the Department of Public Works of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and has the written approval of said 
Department. 

(x) Official Street Marking. Any 
painted line, marking or marker placed 
in or upon any way by authority of 
the Selectmen and which complies with 
the standards of the Department of 
Public Works and has the written ap- 
proval of said Department. 

(y) U-Turn. The turning of a vehicle 
by means of a continuous left turn 
whereby the direction of such vehicle is 
reversed. 

(z) Rotary Traffic. The  counter- 
clockwise operation of a vehicle around 
an object or structure. 


ARTICLE II 


AUTHORITY AND DUTIES 
OF POLICE 


Orricers To Uirecr TRAFFIC 
SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of 
officers designated by the Chief of Po- 
lice to enforce the provisions of these 
rules and orders, Such officers are here- 
by authorized to direct all traffic either 
in person or by means of visible or au- 
dible signals in conformance with the 
provisions of these rules and orders, 
provided that in the event of a fire or 
other emergency to expedite traffic or 
safeguard pedestrians, officers of the 
Police or Fire Departments may direct 
traffic, as conditions may require, not- 
withstanding the provisions of these 
rules and orders, 
Pottce May CLose Streets 
TEMPORARILY 
Section 2. The Chief of Police is 
hereby authorized to close temporarily, 
any street or highway in an impending 
or existing emergency, or for any law- 
ful assemblage, demonstration or pro- 
cession provided there is reasonable 
justification for the closing of such 
street. 
Potice May Pronisirr Parktnc 
TEMPORARILY 
Section 3. The Chief of Police is 
hereby authorized to prohibit, temporari- 
ly, parking on any street or highway or 
part thereof in an impending or exist- 
ing emergency, or for a lawful assem- 
blage, demonstration or procession pro- 
vided there is reasonable justification 
for such prohibition. Vehicles parked in 
places where parking is prohibited 
temporarily may be moved by or under 
the direction of an officer. 
EXEMPTIONS 
Section 4, The provisions of these 
rules and orders shall not apply to op- 
erators actually engaged in work uvon 
a street or highway closed to travel or 
under construction or repair, to officers 
when engaged in the performance of 
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public duties nor to drivers of emer- 
gency vehicles while operating in an 
emergency and in performance of public 
duties when the nature of the work of 
any of these necessitates a departure 
from ary part of these rules and orders. 
These exemptions shall not, however, 
protect the driver of any vehicle from 
the consequences of a reckless disregard 
for the safety of others.

Section 7. The Chief of Police shall 
include in his report to the Board of

(1) The number of operators re- 
ported to the Registrar of Motor Vehi- 
cles. 

(2) He shall report other pertinent 
data on safety activities accompanied by 
his recommendations. 

(3) The plans and recommendations 
for future traffic safety activities. 


ARTICLE IIT 


TRAFFIC SIGNS, SIGNALS, MARK- 
INGS AND ZONES 
TRAFFIC SIGNS AND SIGNALS 

SEcTION 1. (a) The Chief of Police 
is hereby authorized and as to those 
signs and signals required hereunder it 
shall be his duty, to place and main- 
tain or cause to be placed and main- 
tained all official traffic signs, signals, 
markings and safety zones. All signs. 
signals, markings and safety zones shall 
conform to the standards as prescribed 
by the Department of Public Works of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

(6) Sections 2 and 3 of Article II 
and Sections 2 and 4 to 9 inclusive of 
Article V relating to parking shall be 
effective only during such time as a 
sufficient number of official signs are 
erected and maintained in each block

(c) Sections relating to one-way 
streets shall be effective only during 
such time as a sufficient number of of- 
ficial signs are erected and maintained 
at each of the exits for each one-way 
street, so that at least one sign will be 
clearly visible for a distance of at least 
seventy-five (75) feet to drivers ap- 
proaching such an exit.

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 

any nerson to piace or maintain or to 
display unon or in view of anv street 
any unofficial sign, signal, marking or 
device which purports to be or is an 
imitation of or resembles an official 
traffic sign, signal, marking or device or 
which attempts to direct the movement 
of traffic or which hides from view anv 
oficial sign or signal.

Section 4. The location of all bus

Section 5. No driver of any vehicle 
or of any street car shall disobey the in- 
structions of any official traffic control 
signal, sign, marking, marker or legend, 
unless otherwise directed by a police 
officer. 
ARTICLE IV 
COASTERS AND ZONES OF QUIET 


Srreets RESERVED FOR COASTING 

Section 1. (a) On those days when 
conditions are suitable for coasting, 
vehicular traffic is hereby prohibited 
f-om using the following streets or parts 
of streets, during such time as official 
signs are erected indicating that such 
streets or parts of streets are reserved 
for coasting. 

Bartlet Street from Morton Street to 
Punchard Avenue, Marland Street from 
southerly end to Tewksbury Street, Phil- 
lips Street from Main Street to Abbot 
Street, Sherbourne Street from Allen 
Street across William Street, Morton 
Street from property of one Haggerty to 
Chestnut Street. 

(b) The foregoing provision shall not 
apply to drivers of vehicles having busi- 
ness within such reserved areas or to 
drivers of vehicles whose residences are 
within such reserved areas. 

ZONES OF QUIET 

Section 2. (a) All of the territory 
within two hundred feet of the prem- 
ises of each hospital in this town is 
hereby created and established as a 
Zone of Quiet. The Chief of Police is 
hereby authorized to erect and main- 
tain in a conspicuous manner within 
this area such signs and markings as 
are necessary to designate it as a zone 
of quiet. 

(b) The Board of Selectmen may 
temporarily establish a zone of quiet up- 
on any street where a person is serious- 
ly ill, if requested to do so. Said tem- 
porary zones of quiet shall be desig- 
nated by the police by placing at a 
conspicuous place in the street a sign 
or marker bearing the words “Zone of 
Quiet.” 

(c) No person operating a motor ve- 
hicle within any designated and signed 
zone of quiet shall sound the horn or 
other warning device of said vehicle 


‘except in an emergency. 


ARTICLE V 
PARKING 
GENERAL PROHIBITIONS 

Section 1. No person shall park a 
vehicle in any of the following places 
and vehicles found parked in violation 
of the provisions of this section may be 
moved by or under the direction of an 
officer and at the expense of the owner 
to a place where parking is permitted. 

(a) Within an intersection. 

(6b) Upon any sidewalk. 

(c) Upon any crosswalk. 

(d) Upon the roadway in a rural or 
snarsely settled district. 

(e) Upon a roadway where parking 
is permitted unless both wheels on the 
right side of the vehicle are within 12 
inches of the curb or edge of the road- 
way, except upon those streets which 
are designated as one-way streets. On 
such one-way streets vehicles shall be 
parked in the direction in which said 
vehicle is moving and with both wheels 
within twelve (12) inches of the curb. 
This shall not apply to streets or parts 
of streets where angle parking is re- 
quired by these regulations, 

(f) Upon any roadway where the 
parking of a vehicle will not leave a 
clear and unobstructed lane at least ten 
(10) feet wide for passing traffic. 

(g) Upon any street or highway 
within ten (10) feet of a fire hydrant. 

(h) Upon or in front of any private 
road or driveway, 

(7) Upon any street or highway 
within twenty (20) feet of an inter- 
secting way, except alleys, 

(7) Within fifteen (15) feet of the 
wall of a fire station or directly across 
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the street from such station provided 
signs are erected acquainting the driver 
of such restriction. 

(k) Alongside or opposite any street 
excavation or obstruction when such 
stopping, standing or parking would 
obstruct traffic. 

PROHIBITED ON CERTAIN Streets 

Section 2. Upon the _ following 
streets or highways or parts thereof 
parking is herebv prohibited: Brook 
Street (West Side) from Central 
Street to Ridge Street; North Main 
Street, (East Side), between Elm 
Scuare and including Shawsheen River 
Bridge; Lewis Street (North Side), 
from North Main Street to Town Yard; 
Andover Street, on both sides, between 
Boston and Maine Railroad crossing 
and the Shawsheen River Bridge. 


Parking VEHICLES TO Set. Tuere-

Secrion 3. No person shall stand 
or stop any vehicle upon any public 
way in the town for the purpose of sell- 
ing or offering for sale any food, bey- 
erage or goods, wares or merchandise 
therein or therefrom.

bv the Board of Selectmen and is in 
effect.

PLacING oF STRUCTURES OR PROPERTY

Section 3. (a) No person shall place, 

erect or cause to be placed or erected 

within any sidewalk, street or highway 
any fixture or structure unless a per- 
mit, issued by the Board of Selectmen, 
in the case of town ways or by the De- 
partment of Public Works, Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, in the case of 
state highways, authorizing such placing 
or erection has been granted and is in 
effect. 

(b) No person, other than one em- 
ployed directly or indirectly by this town 
or by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 


setts and while in the performance of 


necessary public duties, shall at any 
tire place or leave in any sidewalk, 
street or highway any article, material or 
merchandise, or park a vehicle or cart in 
any sidewalk, street or highway for the 
purpose of displaying merchandise un- 
less a permit issued by the Board of 
Selectmen in the case of town ways or 
by the Department of Public Works in 
the case of state highways, authorizing 
the use of the sidewalk, street or high- 
way has been granted and is in 
effect, except as may be necessary for 
the reasonable and expeditious loading 
or unloading of any such article, ma- 
terial, merchandise. cart or vehicle, 
provided, however, that such property 
shall never be left so as to obstruct the 
fre> nassage of pedestrians or vehicular 
travel, 

(c) Any such fixture, structure or 
property as referred to in this section 


which has been erected, placed or left 
illegally in any street, highway, or side- 
wa:k may be moved by or under the 
direction of an officer and at the 
owner’s expense. 


Deposit, Bonn or INsuRANCE Po.icy 
May BE REQUIRED FOR PRIVILEGE OF 
Usine Street For SpectIAL Purposes 

Section 4. The board or officer is- 
suing permits for such use of side- 
walks, streets or highways as are de- 
scribed in the two previous sections may 
in its or his discretion when occasion 
justifies demand a suitable cash deposit, 
suety bond or insurance indemnity 
policy to save the town or the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts harmless 
from all liability of any nature whatso-

Section 4. The driver of a vehicle 
when about to be overtaken and passed 
by another vehicle approaching from 
the rear shall give way to the right in 
favor of the overtaking vehicle, on suit- 
able and audible signal being given by 
the driver of the overtaking vehicle, 
and shall not increase the speed of his 
vehicle until completely passed by the 
overtaking vehicle.

Srcrion 5. (a) No person shall drive 
in such a manner as to obstruct un- 
necessarily the normal movement of 
teafic upon any street or highway. Of- 
ficers are hereby authorized to require 
any driver who fails to comply with this 
cection to drive to the side of the road- 
way and wait until such traffic as has 
been delayed has passed.

Secrion 6. The driver of a vehicle 
shall not follow another vehicle more 
closely than is reasonable and prudent, 
having due regard to the speed of such 
vehicle and the traffic upon and condi- 
tion of the street or highway. 
Stow Veutctes To Stay 200 FEET 
APART 
Secrron 7. Unen roadways less than 
twenty-seven (27) feet wide and uvon 
which vehicular traffic is permitted to 
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operate in both directions the driver of 

any slow moving vehicle when traveling 
outside of a business or residential dis: 
trict shall not follow another slow mov. 
ing vehicle within two hundred (200) 
feet, but this shall not be construed to 
prevent such slow moving vehicle from 
overtaking and passing another slow 
moving vehicle. This section shall not 
apply to funerals or other lawful pro- 
cessions.

Section 8. The driver of any vehicle 
before starting, stopping, turning from 
a direct line or backing shall first see 
that such movement can be made in safe- 
ty. If the operation of another vehicle 
should be affected by a stopping or 
turning movement, the driver of such 
vehicle shall be given a plainly visible 
signal, as required by the following 
section. 


SropPpING AND TURNING SIGNALS 


Secrion 9. (a) Any signal herein re- 
quired shall be given sufficient time in 
advance of the movement indicated to 
give ample warning to any person who 
may be affected by said movement, and 
shall be given either by means of the 
hand and arm in the manner specified, 
or by a suitable mechanical or electri- 
cal device, except that when a vehicle 
is so constructed or loaded as to pre- 
vent the hand and arm signal from be- 
ing made or from being visible both to 
the front and rear, the signal shall 
be given by a suitable device.

Section 10. The driver of a vehicle 
shall give an audible warning with 
his horn or other suitable warning de- 
vice whenever necessary to insure safe 
operation.

SIGNALS 


Secrion 11. Colors and arrow indi- 
cations in traffic control signals shall 
have the commands ascribed to them in 
this section, and no other meanings, 
and every driver of a vehicle, railway 
car or other conveyance shall comply 
therewith, except when otherwise di- 
rected by an officer or by a lawful 
trafic regulating sign (other than a 
“stop” sign) signal or device, or eX- 
cept as provided in Section 19 (b) of 
this article. In no case shall a driver 
enter or proceed through an intersec- 
tion without due regard to the safety 
of other persons within the intersection 
regardless of what indications may be 
given by traffic control signals. 


(c) Green: While the green lens is 
illuminated, drivers facing the signal 
may proceed through the intersection, 
but shall yield the right of way to 
pedestrians and vehicles lawfully with- 
in a crosswalk or the intersection at 
the time such signal was exhibited. 
Drivers of vehicles making a right or 
left turn shall yield the right of way 
to pedestrians crossing with the flow 
of traffic. 

(b) Ricut, Lerr AND VERTICAL 
Green Arrows: When a right green 
arrow is illuminated, drivers facing 
said signal may turn right. When a 
left green arrow is illuminated, drivers 
facing said signal may turn left. When 
a vertical green arrow is illuminated, 
drivers facing said signal may g0 
straight ahead. When a green arrow is 


exhibited together with a red or a 
yellow lens, drivers may enter the in- 
tersection to make the movement per- 
mitted by the arrow, but shall yield 
the right of way to vehicles and pedes- 
trians proceeding from another direc- 
tion on a green indication. 

(c) YeLtow: While the yellow lens 
is illuminated, waiting drivers shall not 
proceed and any driver approaching 
the intersection or a marked stop line, 
shall stop at such point unless so close 
to the intersection that a stop cannot 
be made in safety, provided, however, 
that if a green arrow is illuminated at 
the same time, drivers may enter the 
intersection to make the movement 
permitted by such arrow. 

(d) Rev: While the red lens is il- 
luminated, drivers facing the signal 
shall stop outside of the intersection, Or 
at such point as may be clearly marked 
by a sign or line, provided, however, 
that if a green arrow is illuminated at 
the same time, drivers may enter the 
intersection to make the movement pert- 
mitted by such arrow. 

(e) KeD AND YELLOW: While the 
red and yellow lenses are illuminated 
together, drivers shall not enter the in- 
tersection and during such time the 
intersection shall be reserved for the 
exclusive use of pedestrians. 

(f) Frasuinc Rep: A flashing red 
lens shall indicate those intersections 
at which a driver is required by law 
to stop before entering. 

(g) FLASHING Yettow: A flashing 
yellow lens shall indicate the presence 
of a hazard and drivers may proceed 
only with caution. 

(h) FiAsHING GREEN: A flashing 
green lens shall indicate an _intersec- 
tion or pedestrian crosswalk in use oF 
subject to use by entering or crossing 
traffic. Drivers may proce only with 
caution and shall be prepared to com- 
ply with a change in the signal to a 
red or red and yellow indication. 

OpepieNce To IsoLATED Srop SIGNS 

Srcrion 12. Every driver of a vehi- 
cle, railway car or other conveyance, 
anproaching an intersection of ways 
where there exists facing him an of- 
ficial sign, bearing the word “stop 
and authorized by this section, sal 
sign having apart from this regulation, 
the written approval of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, and such approval 
being in effect, shall before proceeding 
through the intersection, bring such 
vehicle, railway car oF other convey- 
ance to a complete stop at such point 
as may be clearly marked by a sign or 
line, or if a point is not so marked, then 
at a place between the said 
sign and the nearer line of the street 
intersection. In the case of a line 0 
two or more vehicles approaching such 
“stop” sign, the drivers of the second 
and third vehicles in line in any group 
shall not he required to stop more 
than once before proceeding through 
the intersection.

ARTICLE IX 
ACCIDENT REPORTS, RESPONSI- 
BILITY, PENALTIES AND REPEALS 


Drivers Must Report AccipENtTs 

Section’ 1. The driver of any vehicle 
involved in an accident resulting in 
the injury or death of any person or 
property damage to an apparent total 
extent of twenty-five ($25) dollars or 
more shall within twenty-four hours 
make a full and complete report in 
writing of such accident to the police 
headquarters in this town. A driver 
who has been incapacitated as a result 
of such accident, and to such extent as 
to make reporting impossible or un 
favorable to his recovery, shall not be 
required to report such accident until 
he has recovered sufficiently to be able 
to do so. The report shall be made on 
a form furnished by the police depart- 
ment, copies of which shall be avail- 
able at the police station. Compliance 
with this section, however, shall not re- 
lieve such driver from the additional 
responsibility of reporting to the Reg- 
istrar ef Motor Vehicles any accident 
in which a person is killed or injured. 
Owner Prima Facte RESPONSIBLE For 

VIOLATIONS 

Section 2. If any vehicle is found 
unon any street or highway in violation 
of any proyisions of these rules and 
orders and the identity of the driver 
cannot be determined, the owner or 
the person in whose name such vehicle 
is registered, shall be held prima facie 
responsible for such violations, 

PENALTIES 

Section 3. Any person violating any 
provision of any rule, regulation or 
order regulating the parking of motor 
vehicles made by anybody authorized 
to make same shall be dealt with as 
vrovided in Chapter 176 of the Legis- 
lative Acts of 1935, amending Section 
20A of Chapter 90 of the General 
Laws, and any person violating any of 
the rules and regulations applicable to 
State Highways made by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. under authority of 
Chapter 85, Section 2 of the General 
Laws, shall be subiect to the penalty 
provided in said rules and regulations. 

Any person convicted of a violation 
of any rule, regulation or order made 
hereunder, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty ($20) dollars for 
each offense. 

REPEAL 

Section 4. These rules are adopted 
with the intent that each of them shall 
have force and effect separately and 
independently of everv other except in- 
sofar as hv express reference or neces- 
sary imovlication any rule or any part 
of a rule is made dependent upon an- 
other rule or part thereof, 

The provisions of these rules so far 
as thev are the same in effect as those 
of existing valid rules. orders or regu- 
lations heretofore made by the Select- 
men of Andover relative to or in con- 
nection with official signs, lights, mark- 
ings, signal systems or devices shall be 
construed as a continuation thereof, but 
oll other existing rules. orders and regu- 
‘ations so made for the regulation of 
vehicles are hereby expressly repealed. 
This reveal, however, shall not affect 
any vunishment or penalty imposed or 
env comolaint or prosecution pending 
at the time of the nassage hereof for 
an offense committed under any of the 
said valid rules, orders or regulations 
hereby revealed,
